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Sugar Hearings. 
Cancelled Here — 


An informal sugar quota hearing 
was held in New Orleans on Febru- 
ary 6, 1962, at which time represen- 
tatives of processors, organizations 
and‘ certain growers testified. Such 
meeting was arranged by the Sugar 
Division, ASOS, at the request of 
the Amierican Sugarcane League. 

In view. of the widely different 
opinions of some of those speaking, 
the Florida ASC State Committee 
recommended that’ one section of 
any future hearing be held in Flor- 
ida in order to permit any inter- 
ested grower or processor to testify 
without the necessity of traveling 
to New Orleans for that purpose. 

Tentative plans had been made 
for this hearing at Canal Point, 
Florida, on March 15 but due to 
reaction from certain Florida grow- | 
ers and processors who desired only 
one hearing, the Departznent -evi- 
dently chose to cancel plans for 
the Florida part of the hearing. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has announced that 
an informal publie hearing will be 
held March 13, 1962, to receive’ in- 
formation and recommendations 
with respect to establishing restric- 
tive farm proportionate shares 
(acreage allotments) for the 1963 
sugarcane crop in* the -Mainland 
Sugarcane Ared (Louisiana and 
Florida). -The hearing will begin | 
at 10 a.m. in the Queen Anne Room, 
New Monteleone Hotel, New Or- 
Jeans, La. > ' 

The marketing of sugarcane for | 
the production of sugar from acre- 
ages within the proportionate 
shares for their farms is one of | 
the conditions that producers must! 
“meet to qualify for Sugar Act pay- 
ments. 

Recent estimates of production 


greatly expanded plantings of sug- | 
arcane for the 1962-crop harvest in 
Florida, indicate the likelihood that 
1963-crop acreages of sugarcane 
must be restricted. 

Views and recommendations of 
interested persons are desired at 
the March 13 hearing on all mat- 
ters relating to establishment of 
proportionate shares. 

The current Sugar Act expires 
June 30, 1962. Therefore, since the 
sngar quota provisions applicable 
after that date will not be. known 
until new.or continuing legislation 
is enacted. `

‘Low Lake Level Is - | 
‘Rough On Section 


Agricultural j 
jagathern and southeastern rim of; 
Lake Okeechobee are beginning to} 
feel the threat posed by the low 
water, level in the lake according 
to thé U.S. Army Corps of Engin- 
eers, 

The continued dought threatens 
to reduce the level of the lake to 
‘an all-time low, At latest official 
{reading the water level of the lake 
was 11.24 feet above mean sea 
level — more than two feet below 
the desirable level. 

The low level has dropped thej 
level. of the navigation channel 
across the 730-square-mile lake to 
6.7 feet deep, as compared with a 
project level of 8 feet. 
+. The previous all-time low in the 
navigation channel was’ 5.5 feet 
during: 1956. 

“During the 1956 five-month 
rainy season (June to October). the} 
Corps of Engineers registered 24.9! 
inches of rain over the lake,” en- 
gineers said “But ‘last year’s rain-
